That - tha 
charge was framed upon incorrect infor 
taation' is clear, but the-mistake, while 
it is ‘probably quite natural, tolls rather 
in favour of the Police than otherwise, 
Although the coiners were apparently 
satisfied they were engaged in a perfectly 


legitimate industry, and naturally resents: 


ed the armed attempt made by. the 
Police to arrest them ; and although it 
now appears that the sanguinary pozsl- 
bilities of the attack ‘were somewhat 
distant, still the amount of pluck and 
resolution displayed by thesa engaged

Had « corresponding amount of intelli-

The caso of Chun. Afai, of the Ping Kee. 
Hong ‘and twenty-one ‘persons, men and

charge ‘againat them of falsely counterfeiting 
coin, and resisting lawful arrest, The case 
hoa been already fully reported. Mr Sharp, 
Crown Solicitor, proseouted ; und Mr Brereton 
defended the prisoners, Judgment, which 
‘was reserved. yesterday; in order te allow the 


po-both sides, was now given. 

‘The Magistrate said:--The prisoners aro 
charged ‘(1), under section 22 of Ordin~ 
ence "10 of::1866, with falsely making 
or counterfeiting a quantity of copper coin 
intended to resemble Annamese oazh, the 
ourrent ooin of a foreign Prinoe, the Em- 
peror of CochinsChina; (2)° under section 
}23, for having without lawful authority 
or.exouse in‘ their possession - more than 
five pieces of such false or counterfeit 
coin ; (3) under agction. 24, for having 
without lawful authority or excuae coin- 
ing tools for making such false, and 
counterfeit coins; and (4) under ordinance 
10 of 1866, section 83, with resisting the 
police in the lawful exeoution of their duty. 

n the present caso the facta relating 
to the three ‘more serious charges are admit- 
ted on both sides, viz. : That the Prisoners. 
did make a quantity of copper coin re~ 
sembling Annamese*tash, onrrent coin of 
Coubin-China—that they had more than five 
pieces of such coin in their possession,—and 
-also..that they hed in their possession 
@ quantity of coining Bi peaments lor mant- 
‘facturing such coin. The only questions 
then before. tho Court are:—(1.) Did the 
prisoners falsdly make or counterfeit such 
copper coin. (2.) Didthey without lawful 
authority or excuse have more than. five 


“|pieces’ of such counterfeit coin in their 


possession ; and (3.) Did they without lawful 
authority or excuse haye coining implements 
in their possession with the intent of using 
them for thé false making or counterfeiting 


of ‘such ‘coin. In order to answer these. 
questions we must first of all’ come to a clear 
understanding as to what constitutes a false 
making or counterfeiting coin within tho 
meaning ‘of the Ordinance. ' Tomy mind 
they are distinct offenosa; the fale making 
being on offence by persons who have 
authority to coin money of a certain stan~ 
derd weight and quality and who falsely 
make inferior coin with the view of cheating 
the Crown or the publio as the caso may-be, 
the, counterfeiting Ene the making of 
spurious ocin by persons who have no autho~ 
nty to coinatall, A careful consideration of + 
the words used in tho varioug sections of the 
Ordinance ae led me. to this conclusion, 
In every Section but'one relating to the 
making ‘and counterfeiting of coin the ex- 
pression falsely is used except in Section 18 
relating to the making of foreign gold’and 
silver coin, There evidently was'a reason 
for this Section being. worded in this respect 
different from all the others, and I can‘see 
only one explanation. It is, in theory, the 
tole prerogative of the Crown to make gold 
and silver coin, but.in fact the Crown con- 
tracts with the Mint who sub-contmot with 
private firms for fhe supply of gold and 
silver coin, according to standard of weight 
and purity fixed by the Crown. The Crown 
has also by statute taken on itneli the sole 
privilege of niuking tho current copper. coin, 
of tho realm, but it entrueta the colnage.to 
private firms, and in treating of offences 
ageinst coin of the-zealm the.
